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Applicant Argues: However the Examiner has not pointed to any structure in either cited reference that would correspond to first display 
control means that displays a display region for issuing an instruction to display the communication log with images, or second display 
control means that displays a display region for issuing an instruction to display the communication log without the images, as recited in 
independent claim 1. (see pg 4, paragraph 1) 



However The Examiner respectfully disagrees: Tsuji states "searches the image data corresponding to the telephone number of a 
communication destination based on abbreviated dialing and displays it." (see paragraphs 10, 14 and 54). Thus image data is associated 
with the communication log. 

Furthermore in paragraph 54 he describes that when a phone number is in agreement with the communication it can display the address 
name and image data. He then states in paragraph 21 that the image data can be acquired from a call destination. Thus the skilled artisan 
would know that if the originating call device did not support image data, then such cannot be acquired by the acquisition part, therefore 
only the communication log would be displayed without the image. 

The Examiner Appreciates Applicants effort to expedite prosecution. However the Claims in their current state fail to overcome the 
teachings of Padawer with Tsuji. 
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
